A lovely new banquet room in the upstairs section 
of the Agawam Municipal Golf Course’s clubhouse 
has been open for a few months now and has been 
attracting customers who want to reserve a room for 
specific events while enjoying the panoramic view 
afforded by Agawam Municipal Golf Course overlook¬ 
ing Feeding Hills Center. 

The room has been completed since April, with a 
screened-in porch where people can enjoy good 
weather while dining. Both the indoor area and the 
screened-in porch provide spectacular views from 
every angle, and when outdoor dining is not feasible, 
the decor of the interior space will delight the guests 
with tasteful colors and quality furnishings. 

According to Ron Dunn, manager and golf pro at 
the course, “Our next challenge will be to resolve 
problems with parking. Without additional parking, we

have to plan reservations around golf events. There 
are many times available and we have already hosted 
a lot of parties and showers. We can accommodate 
130 people if both the inside section and the outdoor 
enclosed porch are used, and 90 people if the party 
remains inside.” 

The 107-acre golf course was purchased at auction 
for Agawam in the fall of 1993 by former Mayor 
Christopher C. Johnson for a $1.2 million investment. 
Dunn has been Agawam’s pro since the spring of 
1994. 

He told The AAN, “The course has improved year¬ 
ly. We have an excellent irrigation system and a great 
group of groundskeepers." 

Keith Thoreson, Agawam’s former assistant super¬ 
intendent at the course, has taken over the responsi¬ 
bilities of Daniel Shay, who left the position of super¬ 
intendent to accept a similar position at another 
course. Thoreson had previous experience at 
Springfield Country Club as its assistant superintend¬ 
ent, and will serve as acting superintendent for the 
Agawam golf course. Dunn continued, “Among other 
improvements, we purchased new golf carts in the fall 
of 2000 and we’ve made an ongoing effort to upgrade 
the property by planting flowers, trees, and shrubs 
and by diligently maintaining the grounds." 

Another improvement in the spring of 2001 was the 
addition of several cart paths. Agawam was selected 
in 2000 to host the Massachusetts State Public Links 
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Qualifying Tournament. 

“With hundreds of courses to choose from in the 
state, this was a real honor. It also was a tribute to 
both the maintenance and administration of our 
course,” noted Dutton. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen told us that the planning 
of the banquet room at the course began in early 200. 

Dunn added, “The concept had been in our minds 
much longer, but as soon as we got the approval from 
the town, we started making decisions about how to 
best utilize the space we had. There were many deci¬ 
sions about furniture, kitchen equipment, and design.” 

Cohen noted, “We wanted this banquet room to be 
a special addition to the course and to the town.” 

The banquet room at the golf course adds an 
entirely new dimension to the course, which has been 
in Agawam since the 1920’s. Until the parking issue 
has been resolved, events in the banquet room will be 
scheduled in deference to golf tournaments, league 
play, and other busy times but in the future, when 
more parking space is available, the room upstairs in 
the clubhouse would make an outstanding restaurant, 
according to Dunn. 

While there are no immediate plans to that end, the 
idea has not been ruled out. Dunn pointed out that the 
Agawam Golf Commission has been striving to make 
the Agawam course a more family-oriented place. 

“That has been the commission’s goal since I have 
been here,” he said. “And it's come a long way in 
accomplishing this. But the addition of the banquet 
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room has made this ideal a reality.” 

The room can be reserved through Dunn with a 
room rental deposit toward total charge. We expect 
the golf course itself to gross $950,000 this year 
(2001-2002),” Dunn remarked, “with a net return of 
nearly $200,000. Last year (2000-2001), we grossed 
$870,000 and netted $112,000. With these kinds of 
self-sustaining figures, we can continue to upgrade 
our clubhouse and grounds while maitaining the new 
banquet room.” 

Cohen pointed out that the new banquet room has 
not cost the taxpayer one cent. “The golf course 
returns have already paid for its construction, and it 
will continue to pay for itself through rental for show¬ 
ers, banquets, club parties, and other gatherings.” 

Dunn said, “This course is unique among local 
courses due to our youth-friendly atmosphere. We 
place few restrictions on times that teens can play, 
and our prices are attractive to people of all ages. 

“As of July, the cost for greens fees and a cart on 
weekday mornings will be $23.00 and $29.00 for fee 
and cart on weekend mornings. 

"Agawam Municipal Golf Course offers one of the 
best deals in the area. After noon, these rates drop 
even lower,” said Dunn. 

“We are trying and succeeding at making the 
course youth-friendly, women-friendly, and extremely 
family-friendly. It is also one of the most beautiful 
courses around, with elevated vantage points facing 
surrounding mountain ranges and lovely landscapes, 
both on the course and beyond,” added Dunn.

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Melconian announces award to Connecticut River Watershed 


Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to announce that the 
Connecticut River Watershed Council will receive a 
Riverways Small Grant in the amount of $3,296 from 
the Department of Fisheries, Wildlife, and 
Environmental Law Enforcement to fund research and 
development of a dam removal process. 

“This grant will allow the Connecticut River 
Watershed Council to develop and implement a stan¬ 
dardized procedure for dam removals, and will help 


keep the Connecticut River healthy and accessible,” 
Senator Melconian said. 

Implementing a streamlined process for dam 
removal allows for greater understanding of the eco¬ 
logical effects caused when dams are removed and 
notifies workers of the proper precautions they must 
take during removal. The Riverways Small Grant pro¬ 
gram awarded over $90,000 total in this funding round 
to 18 environmental protection groups across the 
Commonwealth. 


The Riverways Small Grant program provides 
matching funds, in-kind services, and a great deal of 
volunteer labor to groups that work to protect and pre¬ 
serve the Commonwealth’s waterways. 

Other projects that receive grant support inlcude 
community awareness and advocacy programs, pro¬ 
tection and restorationplans, wildlife investigations, 
and biological assessments of rivers and streams. 

The Riverways Small Grant proram is funded by 
Environmental Bond legislation.

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Special Father’s Day message 
from American Heart Assoc. 


To the Editor: 

I would never want what happened to me to hap¬ 
pen to any family. That’s why I have a suggestion for 
a unique Father’s Day gift for the special men in your 
life. A medical checkup. Complete with the taking of a 
complete family history, screening tests for high blood 
pressure, cholesterol and diabetes, and a good 
assessment of risks and lifestyle changes that can be 
made. It is a pretty serious gift. But, it is a lifesaving 
gift filled with hope and love. 

I should have known I needed a checkup like that 
many years ago. My grandfather had died of a mas¬ 
sive coronary at 62. My father followed at 42, leaving 
my 42 year-old mother, my 16 year-old sister, and me. 
I was 21 and had to take over the family business. My 
mother married again, and nine years later, her hus¬ 
band had a stroke that paralyzed his right side. She 
spent the next 11 years caring for him, then he died of 
another stroke. 

When I was 39, I had to have lifesaving triple 
bypass surgery because my arteries were blocked. I 
still have heart disease, and this spring, I had an 
angioplasty procedure to improve blood flow again. 
My story is a story about me and my family. But it is a 
story very similar to what other men and families can 
tell, too. 

It’s a story about real people, real suffering, real 
tragedy, real support, real successes - and real hope. 
It includes losing a very dear friend whose father had 
died of heart disease. As a close family friend, I had 
to gather his 11 year-old son and 10 year-old daugh¬ 
ter and tell them that their father had not survived 
bypass surgery performed that morning. 

So, as a father and as a survivor, I take heart dis¬ 
ease and stroke personally. I don’t want any dad to 
suffer from either one. And, certainly, not any family. 

This year, I became Chairman of the Board of the 
National American Heart Association. I am from New 
England. I’ve been active in just about everything the 
American Heart Association has done - locally, 
regionally, and now, nationally. I am so honored to 
lead this organization fo 22.5 million volunteers and 
supporters who carry out the mission of saving lives. 
The American Heart Association is the largest non¬ 
profit voluntary health organization fighting heart dis¬ 
ease and stroke, which annually kill about 960,000 
Americans. We are the largest supporter of cardio¬ 
vascular research in the world, next to the federal 
government. 

My volunteer involvement comes from values built 
into me by my parents about giving back to the com¬ 
munity. My involvement with the American Heart 
Association comes from - my heart. Happy Father’s 
Day to all the dads out there - stay well, stay heart 
healthy.

To the Editor: 

By a vote of 7-3, the City Council recently 
approved the reappointment of Michael Jawitz to a 
multi-year term on the Board of Health. It’s unfortu¬ 
nate that no discussion took place prior to the vote. 

Had a discussion taken place, someone might 
have mentioned that Jawitz, a medical doctor, strong¬ 
ly opposed the restaurant smoking ban three years 
ago. He felt then that the health consequences of sec¬ 
ond-hand smoke to restaurant patrons and employ¬ 
ees was not much of an issue. Instead, he was more 
concerned that government not tread on individual lib¬ 
erties, since “smoking seems to be a cherished free¬ 
dom for so many." 

Jawitz was given the green light, I suspect, for one 
of two reasons. He might possibly be doing good work 
on the Board of Health, with his opposition to the 
smoking ban being an isolated anomaly. The more 
likely reason is that the seven Councilors who voted 
for Jawitz suffer from collective amnesia. 

The Councilors’ memory loss reminds me of 
philosopher George Santayana’s famous quote: 
“Those who cannot remember the past are con¬ 
demned to repeat it.”

VA Increases burial 
benefits for veterans 

Under a new law, the Department of Veterans 
Affairs will increase reimbursement for funeral 
expenses, and cemetery plots, and provide markers 
for veterans’ graves. 

The law states that if a veteran dies of a service- 
connected disability, the burial and funeral expense 
allowance will increase from $1,500 to $2,000. Also, 
the new law provides an increase in the cemetery plot 
allowance for qualified veterans from $150 to $300. 
These changes are effective for deaths that occurred 
on or after December 1, 2001. 

The Veterans Administration can now honor 
requests for government markers for veterans buried 
in private cemeteries, even if their graves have head¬ 
stones or markers furnished at private expense.Now, 
even if the grave is already marked, a request for an 
additional marker can be fulfilled. The plot allowance 
of $300 is paid when a veteran is buried in a non-gov¬ 
ernment cemetery. 

The veteran must meet one of the following three 
criteria: they must have been eligible to receive VA 
disability compensation or a VA pension, or were dis¬ 
charged from military service due to disability, or died 
in a VA hospital.

The story of Ed Disco

Memorial Day has passed and I wish to thank all 
those who participated and the spectators who braved 
the inclement weather to show their patriotism and 
support for remembering our fallen veterans. 
Unfortunately, the rain shortened our program and the 
story of our 2002 Parade Marshal was not heard. This 
Memorial Day, May 27th, marked an anniversary for 
him. It was 57 years to the day since he nearly lost his 
young life. Here is his story. 

Ed Disco was born February 22,1925 and raised in 
East Springfield. He left school and joined the Navy in 
February 1943, just shy of his 18th birthday. He 
became a Radar Man 1st Class aboard the destroyer 
USS BRAINE, which left Charlestown, MA Navy yard 
in May 9143. The BRAINE served in the South Pacific 
from Bougainville to Okinawa. In February 1945, the 
BRAINE’s guns supported the landings on Bataan 
and Corregidor for three days. As Ed recalls it, “On the 
third day, the sky suddenly filled with parachutes” as 
airborne troops dropped onto the island. General 
MacArthur had indeed come “back to Bataan.” 

Then in the early morning hours of May 27, 1945, 
while on radar picket duty surrounding Okinawa, 
Japanese Kamikaze planes attacked. 1st Class 
Radarman Disco and Lt. (JG) Stan had moments ear¬ 
lier moved from the radar shack on the BRAINE up to 
the outside flying bridge to manually plot the 
approaching enemy planes. The BRAINE immediate¬ 
ly shot down two of four planes headed for it. The third 
was damaged, but continued aiming for the ship. It 
crashed into the main bridge just below the deck 
Disco was standing on. He was blown across the fly¬ 
ing bridge and burned badly. The radar shack he had 
left just minutes earlier was completely destroyed and 


all 11 shipmates inside were killed. The fourth plane 
crashed into the aft section of the BRAINE. The ship 
was now burning and separated into three sections by 
the debris. The order was given to abandon ship and 
the badly wounded Disco remained in the shark- 
infested waters for over four hours before being res¬ 
cued. Many survived the attack only to be taken down 
by the sharks. Ed had just celebrated his 18th birthday 
three months earlier. 

Ed Disco survived and eventually returned to the 
States. He became a successful printer and married 
Marjorie Galletti in April 1947. They just celebrated 
their 55th wedding anniversary. He moved his family 
to Agawam in 1967, joining the Lions Club. Now the 
story becomes even more interesting. A fellow Lion 
and he were talking about the war and Ed learned his 
fellow Lion had also been in the invasion of 
Corregidor. He had been one of those thousands of 
parachutes Ed saw in the sky. That young man turned 
out to be George Schlagel, who each year tolls the 
bell during our Memorial Day services. As Ed likes to 
remind George, “We were there three days shelling 
the beach before you guys show up. What took you so 
long?" 

So, this is the story of just one young man, worlds 
away from home, serving his country as did many. 
They might be gray now and lost the spring in their 
stop, but, oh when they were young, they were the 
hope and promise of our nation to keep it safe. 
Remember those who did not return, who never saw 
the end to their fight. Remember those who gave their 
tomorrows, so we could have today. 

God Bless the USA.

Mass. State Fire 
Marshal offers 
summer safety tips 

by Fire Chief David Pisano 

(Part 1 of 2) 

Gasoline and Lawn Mowers 

Gasoline vapors are highly flammable. They stay 
on your clothing and can ignite if you light a match or 
cigarette. Store gasoline only in approved contain¬ 
ers outside or in a building not attached to the house. 
Never keep gasoline inside the home. Keep gasoline 
away from all heat sources such as smoking materi¬ 
als, pilot lights, campfires, and grills. 

Never fuel a lawn mower while it is hot. Give it a 
few minutes to cool off first. Keep hands and feet 
away from the mower while it is running. 

Barbecue Safely 

Use all barbecue grills away from the house in 
the backyard. Supervise children whenever any grill is 
in use. Never use gasoline on any grill!!! 

Gas Grills 

Keep all LP-gas outside, three feet away from 
building openings such as doors, windows, dryer 
vents, and air intake vents. All LP gas cylinders with a 
capacity between four-40 pounds must be equipped 
with an overfill protection device. 

We recommend LP-gas canisters be 10 feet away 
from the house, if possible, especially when in use. 
LP-gas grills are not permitted inside or on bal¬ 
conies above the first floor of any building where 
people live. 

LP-gas is heavier than air and sinks. A leaky grill 
could pose a hazard to people below. Possible igni¬ 
tion sources include smoking materials, air condition¬ 
ers, compressors, pilot lights, and cars. 

Make sure all connections are tight and secure.

All of us long to belong 

When any of us see the character “Uncle Sam” 
staring at us from a poster or billboard, we don’t even 
have to read the caption to know that it says “Uncle 
Sam is looking for a few good men.” The Marine 
Corps narrows the field with their slogan: “The Few. 
The Proud. The Marines.” In both cases, we sense 
that a person must be qualified in order to belong to 
the elite group. Each offer comes with a question: are 
you good enough to belong? 

All of us long to belong. People were not designed 
to be alone, to be “sole operators.” When God creat¬ 
ed Adam in the Garden of Eden, He said, “It is not 
good for the man to be alone. I will make a helper 
suitable for him.” And thus began our human histo¬ 
ry as social beings. Ever since the dawn of human 
history, people have banded together into all sorts of 
societies. Families form the nucleus of our societies. 
Beyond that, people band together in churches and 
clubs and neighborhoods and communities. Our need 
to belong is so basic that hospitals even have special 
caregivers who hold newborns if a parent or family 
member is not available for some reason. We can 
belong not only to groups or societies of other people, 
we can also belong to God. 

Some people find it hard to believe that people can 
know God in any meaningful way. These include 
some people who have enough sense to believe in 
God because they realize that the chances of the nat¬ 
ural world coming together by itself, not to mention 
continuing to exist, is so remote as to be laughable. 
But still, some of those people think it doesn’t make 
sense that mere humans can belong to or know the 
Deity, in all honesty, they are right. Such a concept 
would be entirely absurd, were it not for the fact that 
God Himself makes- Himself available to us. 

One of the basic premises of the Judeo-Christian 
faith is that God reveals Himself to people. The other 
religions of the world are based upon the premise that 
people can somehow discover the divine being. In 
recounting one of the many times God revealed 
Himself to people, the Bible tells us that Moses went 
up to God, and the Lord called to him from the 
mountain and said, “This is what you are to say to

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the house of Jacob and what you are to tell the 
people of Israel: ‘You yourselves have seen what 
I did to Egypt, and how I carried you on eagles’ 
wings and brought you to Myself. Now if you obey 
Me fully and keep My covenant, then out of all the 
nations you will be My treasured possession. 
Although the whole earth is Mine, you will be for 
Me a kingdom of priests and a holy nation. ’ These 
are the words you are to speak to the Israelites.” 

It might at first appear that God is as demanding as 
Uncle Sam or the Marines; perhaps even more so. It 
would appear to be an impossible task to “obey Me 
fully and keep My covenant” as God Himself said. 
Doesn’t God know that that would be close to impos¬ 
sible for just about any of us? 

When God referred to “My covenant,” He wasn’t 
suggesting that He thought that any of us could be 
perfect. God knew better than that! The covenant that 
God was referring to was the covenant He had estab¬ 
lished with Abraham. It was an agreement that 
Abraham and his descendents would always belong 
to God. Abraham wasn’t perfect, and neither were any 
of his descendents. But the Bible tells us that 
Abraham believed God, and it was credited to him 
as righteousness. 

To “obey Me fully" could not possibly mean to 
behave perfectly; if it did, the covenant would have 
been broken virtually immediately. To “obey Me fully” 
meant to try to be good, but accept by faith that God 
will forgive our sins if we follow His directions when 
we fail Him. 

The Old Testament laid out various rituals to be fol¬ 
lowed for specific sins. The New Testament tells us 
that at just the right time, when we were still pow¬ 
erless, Christ died for the ungodly. God demon¬ 
strates His love for us in this: Christ died for us. 
One might wonder why it had to be that any sinner 
needed Jesus to die for him or her. The Bible tells us 
the reason: the wages of sin is death. Somebody 
has to die for our sins. It could be us. God would 
rather it be Jesus. 

While it is wonderful to know that each of us can 
belong to God because He wants us to belong to Him, 
it is also important for us to realize that none of us 
automatically belongs to Him. When God spoke to 
Moses, He made a distinction between those who 
would be His people and others. 

Although none of us deserves to belong to God, 
each of us can. Nobody is excluded, for any reason. If 
we “obey God fully” by accepting in faith that Christ 
died for our sins, then hear what God says: You are a 
chosen people, a royal priesthood, a people 
belonging to God.

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Long-term care for the elderly: 
Medicaid planning and your home 

For many older persons, a home is their largest 
financial asset, not to mention an asset of great emo¬ 
tional significance. 

In many cases, when confronted with the need for 
long-term nursing home care, an individual faces not 
only the prospect of physically leaving the home of 
many years, but also the fear of losing the home 
entirely in order to finance the cost of nursing home 
care. This fear is a major reason for seeking an attor¬ 
ney’s assistance in long-term care planning. 

For many individuals, particularly those who can¬ 
not afford or are otherwise unable to purchase long¬ 
term care insurance, planning for financing long-term 
care often involves strategizing to achieve eligibility 
for Medical Assistance (Medicaid). 

Under current Medicaid regulations, the home is 
not a countable asset for determining Medicaid eligi¬ 
bility as long as: 

* The individual intends to return home; or 

* The home is inhabited by the spouse; a blind, 
under 21 years of age or disabled child; a child who 
cared for the parent while residing in the parent’s 
home for at least two years before the parent’s insti¬ 
tutionalization (caretaker child); a sibling with an equi¬ 
ty interest who lived in the home for at least a year 
before the recipient’s institutionalization; or a depend¬ 
ent relative who will lose housing if the home is sold;

With summer just around the corner, thoughts turn 
to grilling outdoors. It’s easy. It’s fun. And it makes 
cleaning up the kitchen a lot simpler. But what if last 
year’s grill doesn’t look grill-worthy? Before tossing it 
out, take a closer look and see if it can be salvaged. 

First, check to make sure the legs are secure. You 
certainly don’t want to take a chance on it tipping over 
and spilling out, possibly burning someone. If yours is 
a gas grill, do what the service station guys do to 
check for leaks in the hoses and lines. Brush on 
soapy water to observe bubbling spots. These may 
mean potential leaks or cracks. Replace the hoses, if 
necessary. 

Next, you will want to thoroughly clean by spraying 
the grill with a product such as Simple Green. 
Alternative cleaners such as ammonia or baking soda 
may also work. Coat the grill evenly, wait 15 to 20 min¬ 
utes, and remove the built-up grease with a scrubbing 
pad. Repeat the process for stubborn spots. And 
always make sure you are wearing protective gloves 
and goggles. If it removes burned-on grease, think

what it could do to your skin! 

Now, with the grill clean, check for rusted spots and 
replace the burner if it shows signs of too much wear 
and tear. Be sure to match and properly adjust any 
hoses and replacement parts. When the grill is fired 
up, there should be no orange flames, as this would 
indicate a leak somewhere.

Dealing with tinnitus... 

Question: Are there any natural therapies for ring¬ 
ing in the ears or tinnitus? Jack, Internet. 

Answer: If you hear ringing, hissing, or buzzing 
when other people do not, you may have tinnitus. 

The sounds may be heard on and off, or it may be 
constant. The exact cause is unknown, and the first 
step is to see your doctor. 

From a nutrition point of view, you may get help by 
avoiding caffeine and alcohol. Both can aggravate tin¬ 
nitus. 

The herb ginkgo biloba has traditionally been used 
to improve circulation to the head and theoretically 
help tinnitus. 

But, recent research has not found it to be effective 
in treating tinnitus. 

Some alternative health practitioners report that 
patients do benefit from 40 milligrams of ginkgo three 
times a day. So, discuss using ginkgo with your doc¬ 
tor. 

You need to avoid ginkgo in certain medical situa¬ 
tions (such as in a person who takes coumadin). 

However, if your medical history is one in which 
ginkgo won’t hurt you, it may be worth a try.

.Menopause & PMS 

I recently attended a seminar about menopause 
and PMS. So many women are experiencing strong 
changes with these transitions in their lives, and don’t 
know exactly where to turn. The medical route offers 
medication/hormones for treatment, which may not be 
the best answer. We still don’t know the long-term 
effects of long-term hormone use. There are other 
options for treating PMS and menopause symptoms 
and you do have choices. 

One medical definition of menopause is the lack of 
menstruation for one year. The average age of 
menopause is 52 years-old. What will determine a 
women’s experience of menopause? 

First is genetics. Ask your mother what she experi¬ 
enced during this transition in her life. (That is if she 
talks about it.) Next is unimpeded nerve flow: how 
your nervous system is functioning and how well the 
nerves are transmitting to the organs of the body. 

Also important is the food consumed now and the 
food that has been consumed in one’s lifetime (uh-oh, 
we’re all in trouble!). Exercise, stress levels, emotion¬ 
al, and spiritual well-being are also important. 

There are many signs and symptoms of peri- 
menopause (changes happening prior to menopause) 
and menopause. Some are: 

Menstrual changes (flooding, cessation, or irregu¬ 
lar cycles); fibroids; hot flashes/flushes; perspira¬ 
tion/night sweats; insomnia, sleep difficulties; change 
in sexual interest/desire; dry skin or acne; nervous¬ 
ness, depression, anxiety; irritability, mood swings; 
fatigue, memory loss, forgetfulness; headaches, 
migraines; weight gain, bloating; breast tenderness, 
fibrocystic breasts;- cold and/or heat intolerance; vul¬ 
var itching or burning; frequent urination; heart palpi¬ 
tations; vaginal dryness; pain or bleeding during sex¬ 
ual penetration; muscle or joint pain; itchy, crawly, or 
burning skin; incontinence; bone loss; increased cho¬ 
lesterol levels; hair loss or thinning; facial hair growth; 
visual deficits; easy bruising; dizziness; leg cramps. 

These hormone changes can really mess us up. 
There are ways of treating these symptoms without 
having to resort to hormones/medication. 

The key is to find the cause of the symptoms that 
you're experiencing - is it lack of estrogen or proges¬ 
terone, or are symptoms due to a thyroid or glandular 
disorder? Information is the key here - finding out 
what the problem is in order to correctly treat the 
problem. 

But all situations respond better to a proper diet, 
fresh vegetables, fruits, and whole grains are impor¬ 
tant for a healthy transition in life. 

This is where to start first. Let’s begin with cleaning 
up the diet, then we’ll discuss other options next 
week.

Barbecue beef pinwheels... 

It’s barbecue time, so let’s add a different taste to 
your grill. I like the infusion of barbecue and Asian 
cooking. Asian ingredients just lend themselves to the 
barbecue grill, such as ginger, soy sauce, red pepper, 
and sweeteners like honey, Japanese plums, apri¬ 
cots, or any sweet fruit. 

I like to marinate flank steak and then grill to medi¬ 
um cooked. Start by making the marinate: soy sauce, 
ginger (be careful - ginger is powerful), chopped 
green onions, brown sugar, red pepper flakes, peanut 
butter, sesame oil, chopped garlic, olive oil, and a 
semi-sweet white wine. I didn’t give you measure¬ 
ments because the amount of marinate is determined 
by the amount of steak you are cooking. 

Flank steak is cut against the grain in long strips. 
You roll them into circles and toothpick together. Now, 
pour the marinate over them until covered. You will 
want to adjust the amount of seasonings to the taste 
of you and your family, and you may want to add 
something like a touch of parsley or cilantro. 

Take all of the marinate ingredients and simmer 
together. When cooled, pour over your pinwheels. 
Marinate overnight. Grill to desired taste. You can use 
this same marinate with chicken, pork, or even fish. 
Make sure that you make a lot because they will go 
quickly. 

I also like to make satays. This is an Indonesian 
grill item; you can do pork, beef, or chicken satays. A 
satay is nothing more than a skewer of meat that has 
been marinated and grilled. Serve with a peanut 
sauce. 

First, soak bamboo skewers in water so they don’t 
burn up on the grill. While these soak, make your 
peanut sauce: 1/4 C lime juice, 1/2 C crunchy peanut 
butter, 1/2 C coconut milk (the solids and the liquid 
mixed together), red pepper flakes to taste, 2 TB soy 
sauce, 3 TB sugar, and 2 TB chopped fresh parsley. 
They use lemon grass; I don’t care for it. 

Make your marinate from 1 can of beer, 1/2 C olive 
oil, 1 Tsp black pepper, 1/4 C soy sauce, 3 TB oyster 
sauce, and 2 Tsp of fish sauce. Marinate overnight, 
and skewer and cook to at least a medium doneness 
for beef and well done for chicken or pork. 

Barbecued pork ribs are made with Mary Jean’s 
BBQ sauce. If you don’t have Mary Jean’s, use a cup 
of jarred sauce, 1/2 C beer, 1/4 C brown sugar, 1 Tsp 
red pepper flakes, 1/4 C Worcestershire, and 1/4 C 
Tamarind (available at Milano Importing on Main 
Street, Springfield). 

Remember, listen to the “Food Dude”: it’s not what 
you’re eating, it’s whom you’re dining with!

“I just told them to get back on track,” Demers said. 
But the service woes didn’t go away, nor did the poor 
passing.

Some big kills by Kelly and 
Machos kept them in it to trail 13-11. But Marlboro

Find better direction with 


an intermediate target... 

In order to find the target, the ball must start on the 
correct line. Although this sounds obvious, many 
golfers tend to be obsessed with thinking about the 
last part of a ball’s journey to the flag, when instead 
they might be better off considering the initial portion 
of the ball’s flight. 

This drill requires only a small bucket (or similar 
object) to improve the initial direction of your shots: 

1) Place a ball bucket about five yards in front of 
you, along the ball-to-target line. 

2) Before you hit a shot, aim the clubface directly 
at the bucket. 

3) As you swing, think of the ball flying directly over 
the bucket after it leaves the clubface. 

Although it is against the rules to place an object in 
front of you to improve your aim during an actual 
round, you can continue to imagine the ball flying over 
a bucket directly in line with the target. This mental 
imagery will improve the direction of all your iron 
shots, and will help you find the green more often.
